Corivention Resolutions | 


By MRS. R. E. GRIMMER 


The delegates in session at the 
26th biennial National Convention 
of our National Council urged the 
continuance of price control on 
items in short supply and stressed 
their awareness of “the damage to 


sound home life and potential dam-/ 


age of a national and world-wide 
aracter offered by the rising 
spiral of costs.” 
The resolutions called for in- 
creased vigilance against Commun- 


ism and showed their deep concern} 


for sound world government, an 
enduring peace and national -af- 
fairs by the adoption of more than 
forty resolutions. 

While indorsing the principle 
of equal pay for equal work, they 
opposed any proposed Equal 
Rights amendment; called for rac- 
ial justice and urged “complete 
and accurate reports from the best 
government sources regarding the 
impact of Communism in the 
United States.” 


They also indorsed and recom- 
mended the support of the con- 
gressional committee authorized to 
investigate “indecent and obscene 
literature”; called upon all Catho- 
lic women to participate in war 
relief. programs; pledged further 
support in the works of missions, 
youth, education and the home. 

Other resolutions urged the 
United Nations to persist in its 
policy of internationalizing the 
city of Jerusalem to protect the 
holy places and to urge free access 
of pilgrims to their shrines; con- 
clusion of a treaty with Austria; 
further progress in the drafting of 
the United Nations covenants on 
human rights and protection of 
liberty to all people and nations of 
the world and safeguards against 
atrocities. 

In the resolution on racial just- 
ice it was stated as follows: 

“We recognize our responsibility 
to apply in our. daily lives the 
principle of the brotherhood of 
man under the fatherhood of God.” 
The resolution urged practical ac- 
tion to “utilize all available re- 
sources to establish a true Chris- 
tian community where everyone, 
regardless of race, color or ethnic 
origin ‘may realize his God-given 
rights and responsibilities.” 

The Civil Defense Resolution 
reads: “N.C.C.W. expresses its wil- 
lingness to cooperate at the local, 
state and national levels according 
to the terms of the Civilian De- 
fense Act of January 12, 1951, and 
will gladly serve in disseminating 
whatever authoritative informa- 


Civilian Defense Agency.”

After ministering in Armagh and 
Louth, he was elevated to the see 
of Dromore just before the Battle 
of the Boyne. His 25 years as bish- 
op coincided with the darkest 
oe in the long night of persecu- 
ion. 


And so, dressed in tattered 
clothes, and carrying an old fiddle 
under his-arm, he visited fairs and 
markets, playing folk tunes and 
ministering to his people. 


His “palace” was a mud cabin 
between Slieve Gullion and Bur- 
ren Mountain in Armagh. The 
townland is still named “Doctor's
